One of the most Interesting state¬ 
ments made by, the Premier, and ons 
Which will heartily commend Itself tq ( 
the returned soldiers of this provlacej 
was the action already taken by the 
Government with the newly appointed I 
Dominion Land Settlement Board.

TRANSPORT INQUIRY 
OPENED AT TORONTO 


Quinney, Who Complained of 
Treatment of Returning 
Men, Testifies 


Toronto, March 18.—The military 
cdurt of Inquiry to investigate thg con¬ 
ditions under which Invalided soldiers 
ant transported home to Canada be¬ 
gan Its sitings bore yesterday. Lieut. 
John Quinney was the first witness 
heard, and hta evidence had not been 
completed when the court adjourned. 

The proceedings are being conducted 
in private, and Lieut. Qulnney*s evi¬ 
dence waa not made public. It la 
understood, however, (hat during the 
course of the hearing he took occasion, 
to make It clear that he does not place 
the blame for the conditions upon 
military headquarters at Ottawa, aa 
the embarkation and conducting staffs 
in charge of the returning men are 
under control of Argyll House, Can¬ 
adian Headquarters, in London, which 
Is under the Jurisdiction of Ilia Over¬ 
seas Ministry of Militia. 

In this conectlon Lieut Quinney said 
that bs hsid been told by a conducting 
officer an one of the transports that 
ofders had been received from Ottawa 
hot to allow cabin berths to any in¬ 
valided soldier below the rank of war¬ 
rant officer. Lieut Quinn*/ had said 
at the time that he did not believe this 


statement and his opinion had sines 
been confirmed by Mayor Church, of 
Toronto, who had shown him corre¬ 
spondence with General Dlggar. form¬ 
erly Director-General of Supplies and 
Transport. In which General Blggar 
had established the fact that he had 
taken the matter up with Argyll House 
In an effort to have the system reme¬ 
died, but without efrect 
Lieut Quinney stated that he want¬ 
ed to be fair to the Militia Depart¬

Food Administration Plans to 
Reduce Amount Allowed 
for Manufacture 


London, March IS —Crllfctxm of the 
continued use of grain for brewing 
and malting was made in the House 
I of Commons to-day by Rt. Hon. Le- 
I field Jones and others. John Clynea. 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Food 
Control, In reply, said that having re¬ 
gard among other considerations for 
the food situation end opinion in 
America, the Government, whil e main¬ 
taining a supply ot bear for h ea v y 
manual workers. Intended to reduce 
Immediately the tonnage to be used 
for brewing materials, one hundred 
and fifty thousand tons of barley bed 
been 4 aken from the brewers on Msrch 
1 and a further Wtf.OOO tons would be 
saved yearly by restricting the stand¬ 
ard of barrelagc and using substitutes 
which are vastly more economical. 

The brewing materials for 1818-18, 
Mr. Clynea said, would be equivalent 
to 818.000 tons of shipping compared 
with 1.800.000 tons early In the war. 
The brewing materials would amount 
to something leas than three per cent, 
of the solid food ration, and fiom one- 
third to one-fourth of these materials 
could be recovered In the form of 
animal food.

try. n knowledge which would be In¬ 
valuable in their later career. 

Value of Training. 

' After outlining the various courses 
which are Included In school of com¬ 
merce curricula. Dr. Hoggs pointed out 
that the growth of such school* and 
the ever-increasing enrolment was 
presumptive evidence that such schools 
were lining a great need. As evidence 
of the value of ths training given, he 
cited from the records kept of stu¬ 
dent* who had taken such pourses at 
similar Institutions In the United 
States, and showed that the average 
annual Income of those who had at¬ 
tended the School of Commerce at 
Harvard In IMS. was in 191$. $6,000. 
Referring to the average business , 
man's vietg of the University student 
as “an Individual suffering from an 
exaggerated ego." ths speaker declared 
that such was not true of the student 
of the commerce school, where the 
whole system was devised to dis¬ 
courage such egoism. Speaking of the 
oft-advanced theory that leaders In fi¬ 
nance and commerce had been to the 
fore before the days of the School of 
C ommerc e. Dr. Boggs, stated that the 
schools were not Intended for geniuses, 
who would forge ahead In spite of dif¬ 
ficulties. but were primarily for the 
rank and file to whom opportunity 
meant so much. 

Post Bellum Competition. 

The war was emphasizing the fact 
that people were rapidly* departing 
from the old view that business was a 
mere occupation, and the world wojj 
beginning f<> renllxe thnt n commercial 
carver ctlfed mr til high a tyjpe of rh-‘ 
telllgenre ns did the so-called profes¬ 
sions. The war was bringing to the 
fore those men who had been leaders 
In the world of shipbuilding, railroads, 
etc., and the other nations were re¬ 
cognizing that, and providing faeilltie* 
for the training of future leaders. In 
conclusion. Dr. Boggs laid emphasis 
U|K>n Ihe fact that one of the greatest 
phases of post bellum conditions would 
be a greater and more sever! indus¬ 
trial and economic competition than 
the world had ever seen, and that If 
Canada were to retain a place In the 
world of commerce or worthy as her 
sons had gloriously achieved for her 
In the annals of the war, then she must 
take steps to Insure that her future 
leaders In the fields of business and 
finance were drawn from her own cltl- 
xens. 

Prior to Dr. Boggs's address, H. B. 
Campbell, of the faculty of the Hali¬ 
fax Hchool for Ihe Blind, gave a short 
talk on the workings of the Institution 
and the efforts which were being made 
to augment the Endowment Fund.

Varieties of Potatoes. *

varieties of potatoes to be planted. 
Great diversity of opinion exists in the 
city among the experts, and with those 
who have made a specialty of trying 
out different classes of potatoes In the 
very varied soil of the city and dis¬ 
trict. The exhibit at the Homo Pro* 
duds show last fall Indicated in the 
pqlato classes what widespread opin¬ 
ion exists, and practical growers are 
not altogether satisfied that "Up-to- 
Daie" and "Oold Coin," the two re¬ 
commended at the last meeting, are 
the best to be grown in the city soil. 
Much, however, depends on the loca¬ 
tion. and texture of the soil. A med¬ 
ium variety for the main crop Is most 
likely to obtain general good results 
among amateur*.
